How Escallop Ketl* are Discovered. 


It may be a source of wonderment to 


one not familiar with the habits of thp 
escallop to read, as he does at inter- 
vals, that a great bed of them has 
been found—as, for instance, recently 
in Great South Bay—in waters that 
are well known, that are constantly 
fished, and that have been regularly 
fished for jjears. The wonder is that 
the escallops there 
TV ere not discover- 


ed before. The fact is that they were 
not there, and the explanation of that 
is found in the fact that the escollop 
has the power of locomotion. T3ie 
oyster in the early stages of its exis- 
tence is a free swimmer, but from the 
time that it attaches itself to some- 
thing and begins to grow into Its final 
and familiar form, which it does when 
it is still very minute, it remains fixed. 
The escallop, however, is able to move 
about, and sometimes it comes to the 
top of the water. It could do this 
easily in four or five feet of water; it 
might reach the top from two or three 
times that depth. It is sometimes tak- 
en in nets, the escollop being off the 
bottom and higher above it than the 
lead line of the net in which it is 
taken. 


The' escallop moves itself by expell- 


ing a column of water from its shell. 
It can open and close its shell freely. 
It takes in water, which it forces out 
again against the surrounding water. 
It moves about, and beds are found

Major R. F. Mome an English Army J in vaiious places, 


officer is expei mienting -n ith a flying j clcd here" to-day might be somewhere 


Maine's Klondike Industrie*. 


Maine is interested in the Klondike 


in many ways. This comes about from 
two reasons. One is the Yankee Inven- 
tive genius of the inhabitants of Maine, 
and the other is the convenience of the 
Maine law regarding the formation of 
stock companies. Because of this lat- 
ter advantage, a large number of Klon- 
dike companies have been formed and 
duly authorised to dig gold, carry1 pas- 
sengers up the Yukon, rt^al in supplies, 
stake out claims and do almost any- 
thing else that a company of men 
would think of doing. At present these 
companies are selling what 
stock 


they can and making plans to sell 
raoie. 


Of course, one of the greatest needs 


of the Klondike miner is some kind of 
light craft for use in transporting him- 
self and his outfit in the shallow wa- 
ters of the upper Yukon and its tribu- 
taries. An Oldtown canoe builder who 
used to be a Western guide, is now fill- 
ing orders for several cano'es built ac- 
coidmg to a plan of his own. These 
canoes are long and narrow and are 
made in four sections, so that they can 
be taken apart and carried around un- 
navigable rapids and other 
obstruc- 


tions. Each of the boats will weigh 
about 7 S3 pounds complete, and will 
::arry two men and several hunared 
pounds of baggage besides. 


A man up in the northern town of 


Fort Fairfield is at work on a machine 
for thawing frozen ground, which, he 
s.ays, will enable the miner to dig for 
gold in the coldest weather with scarce- 
ly more inconvenience than in the mid- 
dle of summer.

Indiana lakes. Nowhere else on the 
continent, except in a small lake near 
Glen* Falls, N, Y.—faave these fish 
been" caught equoi itf size to those ta- 
ken from these Indiana waters. The 
largest small-mou«h black bass on rec- 
ord" was' caught i>y"A. N. Cheney: of 
Glens Falls in tte lake I mentioned. 
It weighed- ten pounds. But >that fish 
was an exception to the ordinary Tun 
of bass in that lake, while* seven, eight 
and nine pound ba^s are not uncommon 
in the Indiana lakes. * Sidney Smith 
of Rome City, Ij;d., caught a small- 
mouth bass in Syl-ran Lake that weigh- 
ed 9% pounds, and Dr. Moyer of Ken- 
dallville killed one that weighed nine 
pounds in the same lake.

It wonld have been difficult to 
bars selected mbre inclement weather 
than thai which prevailed all the time 
the Raleigh was passing in review be- 
fore the thousands of enthusiastic peo- 
ple -who lined the river banks and gave 
her three hearty cheers of welcome 
home. The cruiser did not leave her 
anchorage for her parade up the Hud- 
son river nntil shortly before noon, and 
*n hour b?fore that time a steady rain 
begun to fafl, which tnrned into a regu- 
lar downpour which continued for the 
remainder of the day. 
The air was 


cold and raw and the officers and men 
of the Ralragh stood upon the deck for 
three hours, drenched to the skin and i 
shivering with cold. Great crowds as | 
sembled at Riverside park, overlooking | 


Hudson, watching the vessels on 


their way np the river and on their re- 
turn. The greatest gathering of peo- \ 
pie was at Grant's tomb, which was the 
turning point ot the parade.

ferred to a suit of one color. In hats, 
the Tarn o' Shanter and the turban 
have given away t» the boat and sailor 
shapes, and chips and wide panamas 
will be worn in hot weather. 


A method of obtaining the approxi- 


mate speed at which a rider is cycling 
is suggested by a cycling paper as fol- 
lows: The rate of speed is ascertained 
by noting the number of revolutions 
which the pedal crank-makes in a given 
number of seconds—tbe number of sec- 
onds in every instance depending upon 
the gear of the bicycle. For example, 
a rider whose wheel is {geared at 66 
goes as many miles per hour as his 
pedal cranks make revolutions in 11.78 
seconds. The following gears and sec- 
onds to correspond in this method are 
given: Gear 54, seconds 9.94; gear 60, 
seconds 10.72; gear 66, seconds 11.78; 
gear 72, seconds 12.84; gear 78, seconds 
13.92; gear 84, seconds 15; gear 90, sec- 
onds 16.08; gear 9$, seconds 17.14. In- 
asmuch as the ordinary rider would be 
unable to split seconds with the re- 
quisite fineness for this table, the 
method is good only for a rough cal- 
culation. 


The CormI Island *. 


Prof. Agassiz of Harvard has recent- 


ly returned after an absence of some 
months on the South Seas, spent in 
studying the formation of the coral 
islands. It is said that he is now pre- 
pared to demonstrate, in opposition to 
the theories of Darwin and Dana, that 
the coral islands are not built up from 
the bottom, but are formed by a com- 
paratively thin, crust of coral upon tops 
of submerged mountain^ at points 
where the ocean is comparatively shal- 
low. 
In nearly every instance where 


borings have been made in the coral, 
the coral has been found to be shallow. 
At a few places where it seems to have 
great depths Prof. Agassiz says that 
the materials into which deep borinss 
are made is lime of a former age of the 
earth.

i a mile in three. It goes so fast that 
it becomes hot to the touch, due to the 
resistance of the air which it pushes 
aside. Strange to say, the heated bul- 
let will cauterize the wound of its own 
making, and few of the wounded in our 
war with Spain bleed to death unless 
truck in a vital spot. 
The projectile has, beside the for- 


ward velocity, a rotational velocity, 
which is given to it by the rifling of 
the gun. 
Otherwise since its length 


is much greater than its diameter, it 
would soon begin to turn end on. The 
rifling prevents this by causing 
the 


bullet to bore a path through the air, 
and the higher the forward 
velocity 


higher, too, must be the rotational. 


This turning over and over would de- 
stroy the range and the accuracy of th« 
;un. 
The determination of the forward 


velocity is now made with 
extreme 


accuracy. The knowledge of it is of 
the utmost importance 
to 
military 


science. Various methods have been 
adopted for its determination within 
the gun, as well as at various points 
3f the trajectory. 


The following method is the one 


adopted by all nations for finding the 
velocity of a projectile at any point of 
its path after leaving the muzzle of 
the gun: 


Two screens, so closely strung with 


copper wire that a projectile in passing 
through must break one or more of the 
strands, are placed fifty yards apart. 
The wire on each screen is connected 
with a battery, which sends a current 
through it and two instruments, one 
sailed a disjunctor, 
the other 
the 


chronograph. 
Although both circuits 


pass through these instruments, yet 
they are kept distinct and separate. 


The chronograph answers the pur- 


pose of a stop watch of greatest accur- 
acy. 
Two bars are held up by electric 


magnets; the currents flowing in one 
magnet also flow through its respec- 
tive screen, while the current of the 
ather passes through the second screen. 
The disjunctor is an instrument which 
ts used to break both circuits at the 
same instant As soon as this is done 
the bars fall, since the electro-magnets 
3ease to act when there is no current 
flowing through them. The bar con- 
nected with the first screen falls upon 
a small platform, which releases 
a 


wedge-shaped piece of metal. 
This 


strikes the bar connected with 
the 


second screen, leaving a wedge-shaped 
slit m it as a line of reference during 
:he experiments. 


This being done, the currents 
are 


Established again, and the rods placed 
once more under the influence of the 
slectro-magnets. Let a 3.2-inch rifle 
whose muzzle velocity is to be found 
be placed in front of the first screen. 
The gun is aimed, fired and its pro- 
jectile passes quicker than the roar 
of the discharge through jhe 
first 


screen, breaking some of its wires; in 
mother instant it is through the sec- 
snd screen, destroying its electric cur- 
rent, and at last finds a resting place 
in some distant sand pile. 


The break in each circuit is com- 


municated to all parts of the line in- 
stantly. If the times at which both 
Dccur can be determined the problem 
is solved. For instance, let the time 
t took to pass over the 50 yards be .075 
3f a second. Then, dividing the one 
ay the other gives 2,000 feet per second 
is the velocity of the projectile. 


The time is found 
by accurately 


neasuring the distance between the 
Sirst dent, the origin, and the second 
lent, caused by the projectile breal£ 
ng the circuits at different times. To 
llustrate the principle involved: 
If 


.he projectile be of low velocity the 
listance will be greater than 
if it 


.ravelled at a high-rate of speed, since 
.he first rod would have a longer time 
.0 fall before the second starts. If the 
listance be, say, one inch, then from 
.he law of falling bodies the time for 
hat fall can readily be found, and this 
will be the time it took the projectile 
0 travel over the BO yards between 
he screens. Expressed mathematlcal- 
y, this law Is th*l the time of the fall 
s equal to twice the distance of fall 
livided by gravity. Everything in this 
>quatlon is known after Che experi- 
ment, excepting the time, which- is 
•cadily figured out

To subsoil for best results, as little 


as possible of the surface soil should 
be turned under. It should, however, 
be clean-turned once, and the layer be- 
low it well stirred to a greater or less 
depth, as is found practicable, and left 
so. The main jute-est and chief bene- 
fit of this sort of subsoihng is to oper 
up the more or less impervious stratum 
that lies below the reach of ordinary 
plowing in such a way that, by the 
action of air and moisture and frosts, 
it may be brought into a condition that 
will enable it to hold the greatest Quan- 
tity of moisture, and at the came tirqe 
permit the free circulation 
of 
air 


around the roots of the plant. In the 
growth of trees, for example, the re- 
peated movement of the soil caused by 
the leverage of the roots under tbe ac- 
tion of thfr wind ta&y be seen very 
much the same effect as results from 
subsoiling. There is no transposition 
of the different layers of the soil, only 
a loosening proportioned to the amount 
of wind power that is brought to bear 
on tbe branches- and leaves of the tree. 
The decaying vegetable matter, a lead- 
ing ingredient in the food of a tree, 
always,stays on the surface, and the 
small fibers of ^the roots come up to- 
'teed uppS-JlLr^flat another'set of roots* 
reaches dowri 'deeper and deeper, 
•mainly to bring up moisture, without 
which -as a diluting agent Tood can- 
not 'readily be made available. 
-The 


'work done by the leverage of the tree 
is of very much the same sort as is 
done by good subsoiling. 
What the 


tree keeps doing, it may be for cen- 
turies, subsoiling will do by one pro- 
cess for the plants which must produce 
their full growth and perfection in a 
single season. 


There is a wide range in the char- 


acter of soil, and some soils are such a 
happy combination of sanfl and loam 
as to be readily pervious to "both air 
and moisture. 
If there is excessive 


rainfall it is,slowly but surely drained
